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Let’s Move Ahead 
On Urban Renewal 


Atlantans and their Board of Alder- 
men should give careful consideration to 
recommendations by the City Urban Re- 
newal Department for a six-year plan for 
slum clearance and redevolpment. 

In effect, it calls for six new urban 
renewal projects that would cost about 
5 million dollars more than the present 
five will cost. 

But the aldermen should remember 
when considering this plan that it is really 
the second best way to attack the prob- 
lem of urban blight and decay. The best 
way is to work with a comprehensive, 
long-range plan for the future. 

The department's proposal would cost 
32 million dollars, 20 million of which 
would come from the federal government. 
It also recommends a 6-million-dollar 
bond issue and a one-mill urban renewal 
tax to finance the continuing program. 

The plan is conservative and was 
drawn with an eye on the city’s capacity 
and willingness. It is not visionary but is 
an acceptance of a civic necessity. Of- 
ficials have known for some time that 
the renewal program must be continued 
and that a bond issue might be needed to 
keep it going. 

The department requests also that an 
urban renewal redevelopment authority 
be established. At present the Atlanta 
Housing Authority performs this func- 
tion. Since this authority’s primary task 
is in public housing and its administra- 
tion, the department believes another 
agency which also would assist with 
planning renewal would be more prac- 
tical. This idea, too, deserves study. 

Urban renewal is an investment which 
will pay huge dividends. Slum areas 
which provide 6 per cent of city revenues 
now consume 65 per cent of the cost 
of city services. Estimates indicate that 
increased tax yields from redevelopment 
would pay the cost of the projects within 
about seven years. 

Since the county also Will gain heavily 
in tax yields, why shouldn't it help bear 
a proportionate share of renewal costs? 
Two grand juries have recommended it. 
We concur with them. 

Unless the investment is made, blight 
will spread, tax burdens will increase and 
social and civic problems will multiply. 
We must accept this responsibility for 
Atlanta’s future.

Adlai Can Serve Best 


In a Creative Position 


There may be practical political rea- 
sons why Jack Kennedy is not consid- 
ering Adlai Stevenson for the job of sec- 
retary of state. At any rate, it appears 
that the candidates for that highly im- 
portant job are Chester Bowles, Sen. Ful- 
bright and David Bruce. 

Quite frankly it seems to us that Ste- 
venson is the best man for the job. He 
is respected in the high councils of every 
continent (including this one, where Sens. 
Humphrey, McCarthy and Monroney are 
his leading boosters). He is articulate and 
wise. 

But if there are political considera- 
tions involved (politics arrives on the 
new frontiers with the first settler), we 
hope this: won’t mean Stevenson’s re- 
sources are to be lost to this nation. 

There has been talk about Stevenson 
going to the United Nations. But that job 
calls for a diplomat, not a creator. He 
can do much for this country in the field 
of foreign affairs. If he can’t be secretary 
of state, then surely there can be de- 
vised a job more fitting to his talents, 
more demanding, more important, than 
that of ambassador to the United Nations.

Memory Still Returns 
To Flanders Fields 


On this Armistice Day, now called 
Veterans Day, the graying men who went 
to France with Pershing must wonder if 
their service and sacrifice is forgotten 
behind the later exploits of their sons in 
Korea and World War II.

Legislation cannot restore the life of 
Patrolman Hoyle W. Dye, killed in line 
of duty here by a pistol-happy trouble- 
maker, but laws can and should be adopt- 
ed to lessen the possibility of others, po- 
licemen and private citizens alike, from 
meeting a fate similar to that of Officer 
Dye. 

All it takes to buy a pistol under 
present law is to meet the pricé. And the 
price on some of the new models is so 
cheap that a child could scrape up the 
money. 

George Gray, the man who shot Pa- 
trolman Dye, had the price and liked 
to tote a pistol. Officers said he had 
bought two guns since June. Records 
show he was arrested in July on charges 
of pointing a pistol at another, carrying 
a pistol without a license and carrying 
concealed weapons. 

Even with a record like that, though, 
Gray or anyone else can go into-a store 
and buy a pistol so long ‘as the purchase 
price is met. 

The fact that a permit to buy a gun 
is not necessary was a contributing factor 
toward the death of Patrolman Dye, a 
respected member of the Atlanta Police 
Department. 

The Constitution wishes to express 
sympathy to his family and we hope 
that his tragic death will shock the law- 
makers into providing appropriate regu- 
lations concerning the purchase of lethal 
weapons.

Accordingly, 
it must now be placed before his 
successor so that the new admin- 
istration can study the problem 
and have something to say about 
it by Dec. 16 when the NATO 
leaders meet in Paris. 


Other presidents have. given 
careful consideration to this prob- 
lem of the gap between the elec- 
tion and the inauguration,» par- 
ticularly in the days when the 
gap was four months, rather than 
two and a half, as at present. 

President Lincoln, for example, 
was convinced that he was going 
to lose the election of 1864. Accord- 
ingly, on Aug. 23, 1864, he wrote 
the following note on a piece of 
paper. | 

“This morning, as for some 
days past, it seems exceedingly 
probable that this administration 
will not be re-elected. Then it will 
be my duty to so cooperate with 
the president - elect as to save the 
union between the “tlection and 
the inauguration, as he will have 
secured his election on such 
ground that he can not possibly 
save it afterwards." 


Mr, Lincoln then signed it, fold-

ont 


ed the paper in such a way that 
its contents could not be read, 
and instructed each member of 
his Cabinet to sign it without 
knowing what they were signing. 
After the election he let them 
know what they had signed. 

Woodrow Wilson, again with 
this transitional problem in mind, 
took an even more drastic step 
the day before the close election 
of 1916 when he thought he was 
going to lose to Charles Evans 
Hughes. 

In those days, the line of presi- 
dential succession™ran from the. 
president, to the vice presi ent 
and then to the secretary of sta e.

President Wilson wrote on Nov. 5, 


1916, and enclosed in a wax;sealed 
envelope, a letter to Secretary of 
State Robert Lansing asking 
him to resign if Mr..

Now, little wonder that for- 
tunes are being made in religi- 
ous literature today — literature 
that gives the impression that 
Christianity is a nice little stroll 
through rose gardens where all 
is sweetness and light. This the- 
ological pablum about ‘‘peace of 


mind.” rosette outlooks and 
cushions of indulgent ease bear 
little, if any, resemblance to the 
words of Jesus: ‘“‘Strait is the 
gate and narrow the way that 
leadeth to: life and few there 
be that find it.’’

NEW DELHI—(WNS)—The ty- 
rants of American beauty may 
be maintaining agents in India 


seeking ideas for the coming 
seasons. 


The tyrants are, of course, the 
heads of the fine salons and the 
great cosmetic houses who dic- 
tate the complexions of Ameri- 
can women and prescribe their 
make-ups. 

And if the tyrants are sending 
spies and copyists into India, 
they will find that facial make- 
up in India is as different from 
Western cosmetic treatment 
as the light of the moon is from 
that of the sun. Both are beauti- 
ful but the one is gentle and 
soft, while the other is brilliant 
and bright. 


To assume there is no make- 
up in India is wrong, for wom- 
en have been as devoted to 
beauty treatment in this country 
as in other parts of the world. 
Indian make-up, however, leaves 
more to the patural beauty of 
the girl. Furthermore, Indian 
make-up does not block the 
pores of the skin with powder. 


An American gir! asked an In- 
dian girl how she came to have 
such a beautiful skin. The In- 
dian replied: “I do nothing very 
much. I massage my face with 
lentil oil and wash it with 
lentil paste.

Wilson of Thomasville, state 
chairman of the Auxiliary's 
poppy committee. Of these, 
more than 50,000 were made by 
patients at the VA Center in 
Dublin. The rest were the work 


of the men at the Veterans’ 
Domiciliars in Thomasville, 
many of whom are amputees.

lliary furnished all the matri- 
als—the paper and wire—in ad- 
dition to paying for getting 
them made,”’ Mrs. Wilson said.

WASHINGTON ” — America’s 
gold supply dropped by another 
$218 million in the past week, the 
Federal Reserve Board reported 
Thursday. As of Wednesday night, 
the board said, the gold supply 
totaled $18,116,000,000—a drop of 
$1,206,000,000 since June 30. 


One reason for the big decline 
in the past week was the pur- 
chase by France of $116 million 
of American gold which it used to 
repay an advance from the inter- 
national monetary fund. 


The board also disclosed that 


for the second straight week, it 
loosened credit by purchasing 
Treasury certificates, notes and 


eases credit because the money 
used for the purchases is added 


to bank reserves, which increases | 


the lending power of the bank. | 
Normally the board loosens credit | 
by purchasing only Treasury bills | 
in the market.
